According to NuBbaume'r, the attorneys 


for tho defendants, having- once appeared 
In court on behalf of their clients, have 
no right to withdraw from the caae. He 
olalma that In so doing they are attempt- 
Ing to further delay settlement of the 
suits by making It difficult for complain- 
ants to serve papers on the defense, 
Plllsbury, Madison and Sutro state they 
are -withdrawing from tho defense b«- 
cauae they were not legally substituted as 
defendant's attorneys by the original at- 
torneys In the case, I>uklna and Wright, 
When the case came up for further 
hearing before Judge Turner,

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ARE THERE ANY PEACE PROSPECTS? 


If actual discussions between the belligerent governments 


o} peace terms are to result from llic announcement of the 
leadiness of the Teutonic Allies to end the war, England 
will have to take the lead. 
From the very beginning of the 


war the British Government has occupied the position of 
bring the "brains" of the Allied coalition. 
It has been 


English finance thai has engineered the operations of the 
arms of the Allies. 
And it was English diplomacy that 


increased the Allied group by the addition of Italy. Porlu 
pal. Rumania and Japan, and which lias made Greece 
practically a battle ground. 
And in the parlous days of 


the last week of July, 1914. the mind of Sir Edward 
Grey, British Foreign Secretary, was the source to which 
France, Russia and Belgium looked for inspiration. 


The predominant position of Great Britain in the coali- 


tion has been strengthened from day to day and the gov- 
ernments of her Allies will look to London for a suggestion 
of the course to follow with regard to Germany's peace 
proffer. 
It is not in the discretion of any neutral citizen to 


urge acceptance of any proposal of one belligerent by an- 
other even if the terms are considered to be equitable and 
just. 
Therefore the country generally will approve the 


action of President Wilson in transmitting the message of 
tSie German Chancellor without comment or suggestion. It 
was the eminently proper course to pursue and one which 
would have been expected under ordinary conditions; but 
the 'demand in this country that the President intervene in 
the interest of peace has been so insistent that some appre- 
hension was felt that he might at this lime venture an ap- 
peal to the Allied governments. Such would have been 
distinctly unwelcome and would have marred his chance 
for helping the cause of peace later. 


The heulral world, therefore, will await with some 


anxiety an official statement from the British Government 
regarding its readiness to talk peace. 
It should not be as- 


sumed, however, that all the responsibility for continuing 
the war rests upon England or any other of the Allied gov- 
ernments. 
It easily may be that the German terms when 


known in detail will be imposible for any nation to accept 
with a decent regard to its honor and its future interests. 
Moreover, such statements as ' have. emanated from 
the 


Allied governments other than England are for the rejec- 
tion of any peace proposal at this lime. 
The 
Russian 


Duma, the so-called popular assembly in thev government, 
has unanimously voted a refusal to consider any peace offer 
coming from Russia's enemies. 
Italy and France have 


given semi-official utterance also to a disdainful state of 
mind. 'Any hope neutrals may have for peace must rest 
upon the belief that when the terms of the Central Powers 
are known they will be so much more moderate than here- 
tofore described as to surprise the most optimistic. 


They must also hope that such statements quoted as hav- 


ing been made by diplomatic representatives, in Washing- 
ton to the effect that the German Government' must alter 
its character by deposing its ruler will'be discountenanced 
by the governments which these diplomats represent. 


RAILROAD PROBE SUSPENDED. 


The prediction made by THE TRIBUNE a month ago 


that it would be at least a year before the join* congres- 
sional committee, created to investigate railroad regulation, 
would render its report, has been confirmed. The members 
of the commission have asked Congress to excuse them 
from further special labors^ at this time, that they may re- 
sume their seats in the House and Senate. The commission 
has been adjourned indefinitely. 
It is planned to continue 


the recess until this session of Congress is ended. 


Therefore the Newlands commission will not submit its 


findings until the next regular session of Congress, which 
convenes in December, 1917. This is a disappointment to 
the railroads and to the public. The railroads hoped that 
by the 'appointment of a committee of rail executives to 
testify before the commission they would impress Congress 
with the exigencies of the present situation with regard to 
railways and with the necessity for immediate relief. 
The 


public also hoped that the railroad controversies would be 
settled early and in such a manner as to mean better 
facilities. 


But the commissioners have not now the time to be 


convinced. 
Of course, all the facts are in favor of the 


commission. 
The task before it is of such magnitude that 


it could not possibly be adequately studied and digested in 
time to permit the final report and recommendations for 
remedial legislation during the present short session of Con- 
gress. The commission probably knew this in the beginning 
and intended nothing more than to get started in the work. 
In the meantime the railroad issues will drag along in their 
present doubtful state for another year, unless necessity 
arises for the passage of such emergency laws as ihe Adam- 
son higher-wage bill.

struction and will add several hun'dred men to industrial 
pay rolls. 
The installation of the floating dry dock indi- 


cates the spee'd with,which the Union Iron Works is pre- 
paring their new plant to perform the heaviest tasks of the 
shipbuilding industry. The new contracts for, building war 
vessels which this corporation recently made with the gov- 
ernment will be fulfilled in the Alameda plant. 
In a very 


short time the structural facilities of Hunter's Point will be 
entirely removed to this side of the bay,. 


These events are important to note because they are a 


part of, the process of readjusting the industrial life and ac- 
tivities of the San F'rancisco bay district, in the shifting of 
the industrial center of the metropolitan area to the east 
shore. 


MUST WE FAST ON SUNDAY? 


Mrs. Torrey Connor and her corps of generals in the 


warfare against the high cost of living have devised menus 
that are admirable both from the standpoint of economy 
and nutriment. These menus have been published in THE 
TRIBUNE with the hope that,they will be useful to the 
readers of this paper in keeping living c.osts down to a min- 
imum, if that be necessary. 


It should be pointed out. however, that Mrs. Connor and 


her co-workers have only arranged to feed the people six 
days a week. They make no provision for Sunday. 
It is 


a peculiar circumstance?that other crusaders against the 
high cost of living also have omitted consideration of Sun- 
day eating. Perhaps they do not eat on Sunday or "sponge" 
off of relatives. 
At any rate, it hasn't appeared necessary 


to include Sunday meals in their weekly budget. 
Some 


other explanation may be forthcoming in due time and THE 
TRIBUNE now is inviting attention to the present 
omis- 


sion merely to remind the public that the estimated cost of 
foodstuffs is only for six days a week. 
The public is ex- 


pected to gel by Sunday on their own resourc.es. 


The prevalence of the automobile and auto truck, their 


adaptability to every line of transportation, has caused 
many predictions that the horst would be crowded out, and 
the humorous papers have pictured his remains on exhibi- 
tion in museums as an extinct animal species. 
However, 


the price of horses and mules keep's up, and the demand 
exceeds the supply. 
Just at present this may be due, in a 


measure, to the war, and it is undoubtedly due in part to a 
falling off in breeding. 
It is difficult to see how the price 


is to keep up in normal times. They are building tractors for 
every kind of farm and heavy work; and the horse-drawn 
vehicle cannot begin to compete with those propelled by the 
gas engine. 
The future of the horse certainly looks dubi- 


ous. 
Even the race horse has lost his importance because 


of the general inhibition of racing. 


It is somewhat triumphantly announced that the new

It doesn't state which class in- 


cludes the professional reformers. 
But they must have

ness of government is no better transacted. 
Wisconsin, in

Tho Restaurantmen's Association has 
decided that some thirty-five tasty mor- 
sels of food wlil hereafter cost more. 
When cafeterias first sent forth tholr 


appeal to.the bargain hunter, tho modest 
"weenie" cost but ten cents, when un- 
accompanied by. sauerkraut, and twelve 
cents if escorted by kraut. Tho "weenie" 
now becomes a 15-cent dish, while liver 
and bacon .Jumps from 10 to 15 cents. 
Cream soups will cost 10 centa instead 
of five, and even that old reliable, corn 
beef and .cabbage, will enter the aristo- 
cratic class. 


Wo, while not advancing In price, will 
be sliced into smaller sectors. 
A few 
cafeterias will hold out against tho 
raises, it Is said. 


Final decision to advance- tho cafeteria 
prices was reached ten days..ago at a 
meeting of the Restaurant Men's Asso- 
ciation, of which the majority oC tho 
cafeteria proprietors are -members. One 
or two independent concerns, however, 
still hold , to tils .old schedule. Tlie ralso 
affects some twenty-five articles of food 
and'in the majority of cases amounts to 
from three to five cents. 


All-roasts have been advanced from 
twenty to twenty-five centa, the festive 
"weenie,',' which, accompanied by a pen- 
erbus helping: of sauerkraut, -formerly 
brought twelve cents, Is. now advertised 
at fifteen cents; liver and bacon has 
taken a Jump of flvo centa and now sells 
for fifteen cents a helping, while all 
creajn soups have been raised, from five 
to ten cents 'a plate.

"Tlia discoverer nnd founder of Chris- 
tian Sclenco wa« tho greatest of all mod- 
ern thinkers along purely maUphyslcnl 
and strictly philosophical lines.

trun or a part of truth, H -would be per- 
petuated, not destroyed; and such at- 
tempted explanation would b« just what 
It always has hccn 1n all previously pre- 
vailing- systems, a. calamity rather lhan a 
help to the human race.

out. Material methods of healing;, how- 
ever strongly entrenched in opinion and 
belief, are not scientific. 
They Ignore 


human consciousness or human mentality, 
or If they nro forced to consider It they 
havo no means with which cither to meet 
or overcome Its difficulties. 
Such eys- 


tnms are not truly educational, AH" ac- 
curate observations pertaining to disease 
tend to prove that it is necessary to probo 
more deeply for the root or cause of 
human suffering than do those who look 
for it. solely In matter. In order to un- 
derstand anything of correct mental heal- 
ing wo must remember tliat the human 
body possesses no sensation as mere mat- 
ter. Sensation is only present when hu- 
man life Is present. Now, if ono stops to 
consider and remember.that a human bo- 
ing Is not entirely material, but that ho 
Is 
largely 
mental, 
the conclusion, If 
drawn correctly, will bo that all of his 
experiences are at least partially mental. 
Tho more one views human lifo the more 
conclusively must ono 
se<> that when 


disease appears It Is u. part of what one 
calls himself, and that this self la a 
conscious creature. The disease la there- 
fore a part ot what Is called tho human 
consciousness. 
On this acfcount any 


propaganda, tending to Increase fear Is 
not only a, mistake, but Is inhuman. 
"One who is taught to fear disease Is 


virtually taught to glvo power to dis- 
ease, because disease has only the cower 
which universal belief ascribes to It, and 
has no other law than universal human 
opinion to sustain It. 
. Therefore 
any 


uystem which tends to Increase tho fear 
of disease tends equally to Increase the 
hold of disease, not only upon the indi- 
vidual but upon tho human race, which 
In the exact opposite of the ostensible 
object oven of medical science. 
"There should,, however, be no misun- 


derstanding of tha attitude of Christian 
Scientists toward other systems ot heal- 
ing. Christian Science stands alone. 
It 


Is not competing with other methods or 
systems of healing. "While wo havo got 
beyond^ tho uso of medicine ourselves, we 
would not prevent others from employ- 
ing any method of healing -which appeals 
(o tlicm, slnco wo claim that same right 
for ourselves. 
SANITATION. 


"We aro not opposed to physicians nor 


to their legitimate attempts to do good. 
"Wo are not opposed to sanitation. "We 


nro only opposoed to its present Inade- 
quacy. 
We bollove that It should not 


only mean perfect cleanliness of body 
and environment, but that it should ex- 
tend to the /human mind and character, 
which should be thoroughly cleansed and 
kept clean. No ono need to take my,word 
for tho efficacy ot such a system. 
Any 
person or community can try It. 
Just 
as tho tendency to sin can be weakened 
and destroyed by refusing to entertajn 
degrading thoughts, In oxaotly the .same 
way tho tendency to disease can be weak- 
ened nnd destroyed. 
Christian Science 
not only explains all this, but gives one 
the power of Christ with which to accom- 
plish H. 
"Within the realm ot eternallty there 


cannot bo a single- destructive element, 
therefore sin and disease, which are both 
destructive, cannot exist there. 
You 


may go. on thinking along such lines 
fearlessly, for nothing but blessings can 
over come from doing so. No suffering, 
sin or trouble can over bo found In the 
realm ot God, the divine mind. Tiho 
Bible says, 'Tho Lord is in his holy tem- 
ple. Lot all tho earth keep silence before 
Him.' May not this holy temple be tho 
realm of right thinking? 
FALSE MENTALITY THE REALM OF 
DISEASE AND FAITH IN MATTER. 


"To those who fee! that nothing Is bo- 


Ing done for thorn unless material reme- 
dies aro. bolhg used, Christian Sclenco 
shows that nothing Is being done for 
them when material remedies tiro being 
used. This becomes evident It ono stops 
to consider the naturo of material rem- 
edies and also tho requirements for heal- 
;hg disease. To heal disease,is a most 
Intelligent action. 
To suppose that a 


non-lntolllgcnt thing can accomplish It 
is not only unreasonable, 
but foolish. 
People believe that they are helped by 
material remedies, -when In fact tho ma- 
terial remedy does not possess any Intel- 
ligence and cannot heal or oven miti- 
gate disease, and that Is true notwith- 
standing the fact that people who take 
material remedies or use them often ex« 
porloncc relief, and not Infrequently, if 
the disease Is not considered serious, re- 
over under the uso of material remedies. 
They suppose that the material remedy 
accomplishes tho result, but they could 
not suppose such a thing If they thought 
deeply about It. When disease is,either 
mitigated or the health ot the patient im- 
proved under such systems, It is the faith 
In these remedies or in such systems, a 
faith as universal as the race and as old 
as Its history, which accomplishes the 
result. All BO-called material healing Is 
faith healing on R very low plane; where- 
as Christian Science is even higher than 
tho hlghent faith healing, for It is not 
merely faith in Qod, but the knowledge of 
Him, which as evidence of both presence 
and power accomplishes tho desired re- 
sult. 


'The conclusion that disease Is error 


or false mentality is not weakened by- 
observing that people sometimes 
Ji.ix-c 


diseases which they never heard of. One 
only needs to remember that If ono be- 
lieves in disease and fears and expects 
it, he is mentally prepared for disease, 
and might, therefore,- have any disease, 
whether he ever heard of It or not. The 
whole trend of human education ia to 
prepare us for trouble, yot none of tbat 
preparation provides against trouble. It 
starts -wrong by giving power to evil, a. 
human habit -which is Incontrovertibly 
wrong. Whenever true religion has con- 
stituted the only science and tho only 
philosophy It has always declared, 'Thou 
shalt have no other Ci'ods before me,' 
From the standpoint of pure logic sucn 
religion is right, and 
the conclusions 


drawn by material views ar».wrong. 


"The raco needs to be educated in 
truth, not In error. In proportion that It 
is 50 educated H becomes a healthy rare 
through mind. Tt can never become so 
through matter or through beliefs In mat- 
ter. 
CHRIST TRUTH 
THE REDEEMER. 


"Paul «ays that we shall be transformed 
by the renewing of the mind. Our minds 
consist of thoughts. For our minds to 
bo transformed, therefore, wo must get 
better thoughts, and the very best nre 
ns easy to acquire an any other, and Im- 
measurably more helpful. That they are 
divinely natural all spiritual teachers of 
tho - world have declared, and In some 
degree Illustrated.

"Jesus constantly referred to the Im- 
personal truth as constituting the power 
which he understood and exorcised.. He 
deplored the tendency of his dlsclplles to 
rely upon him personally, and showed 
that they could not fully demonstrate 
truth, the Christ, until Christ, truth, be- 
came impersonal to them. 


"There Is ono way. It is tho mental 
way, tho spiritual way. It Is the way of 
Christ Jesua, 'for there- Is no other name' 
under heaven given among men, where- 
by we must bo saved.' 
(Acts Iv. ^12.) 


That name Is the right way of thinking, 
and certainly not a way ot believing In 
matter. Tho thinking that 
constitutes 


the way In Christ Jesus, Is pure spiritual 
understanding. Wo enter upon It when 
wo begin to understand the truth and 
separate evil from Truth. Entering upon 
that way we begin to sco what disease Is 
and how it happens; and when we begin 
to see how It happens we seo also how It 
shall not happen, how there shall be 
brought to pass that In human, experience 
which shall prevent disease from

pening, or shall stop H If It has happened. 
Such Is true mentality. Jesus the Christ 
was powerful for what he knew and not 
because ot his appearance, grand and 
noble though it must have been. 
OVERCOMING FEAR. 


"Fear is no legitimate part of educa- 
tion. The Bible say.s that God has not 
given us the spirit of fear, and that 
statement beyond all question Is logical 
and relevant. Tho fear which forms a 
parr of the ordinary person's education 
can bo overcome at least 
gradually 


through oven a slight underetandlng of 
Christian Science. This is especially truo 
of the fear of disease. No other system 
but Christian Science has ever recognized 
tho undesirable and afflictive naturo of 
fear, and no other system has ever pro- 
vided for the mitigation or complete ex- 
tinction of fear. That such a result may 
appear ono needs to realize tho natural- 
ness of divine power and help, and such 
realization comes through Christian Sci- 
ence as one learns more and more how 
to test that power. No matter how fear- 
ful one may bo, no matter what the dif- 
ficulty may be under which he labors, if 
he will stand for his understanding nnd 
against fear he can prdva that his under- 
standing of God, though slight, is mora 
powerful than tho fear which seems to 
beset him, and as he thus faces and over- 
comes his fears step by step, they di- 
minish and disappear. This shows that 
It Is the practice of what one understands 
that ia most Important, because it is by 
moans of this practice alone that fear 
can bo destroyed. 


"It is far more Important to get rid ot 
tho fear of germs and microbes than it 
is lo get rid of tho germs and microbes 
themselves. Doctors often find that a, 
very harmless gorm aiid much fear pro- 
duce fatal results, while oven a com- 
parative state of fearlessness with the 
presence ot so-called deadly germs gives 
tho patient at least a fair chance for re- 
covery.

It comes -where we are 
thinking, just as It has always come. 
The Bible U full of references to that 
fact. Indeed, the metaphysical or spirit- 
ual teaching of the Bible constitutes its 
great value to hutoanlty.' Tho ancient 
prophets as well «s Christ Jesus himself 
carefully considered thoughts and weighed j 
them well. There is an exemplification) 
of this in the book of Genesis. It relates 
to Abraham's discernment of the Im- 
pending destruction of a, certain -wicked 
city. Now, In the old way of reading 
the Bible, tills whole matter was per- 
sonal. Indeed, generally speaking, people 
were led to believe that they must read 
the Bible in a different way than they 
would read, any other book. They must 
read it iiterally. The supposition often 
was that when one opened the Bible it 
was reverent to cease thinking, and con- 
sequently they carefully shut off their 
Intelligence whenever they began to read 
It. Now, as a matter of fact, there Is no 
book that requires so much Intelligence in 
tho proper reading of It as does the Bible. 
In the old wayof reading it, a story like 
that mentioned would convey a fantastic 
Impression. It would Involve the imagin- 
ation rather than the understanding of 
the reader. It would signify that God, a 
personality a- long way off, and presum- 
ably in an Inaccessible place called heaven 
at all. Creation is not something that anci capable of alt the passions associated 
begins or ends. 
When the Biblo in read with the human mind, was holding a con- 
spiritually instead of materially it un- 
mistakably shows the only thing which 
ever begins Is not creation, but a human 
being's conception of It.

once said that, generally speaking, people 
do not think. They merely think about 
thinking.

In its highest 
senso prayer Is knowing tho exact' truth 
so clearly that the error, whether it be 
disease «* sin, is not accepted even though 
it havo the appearance of. reality, and 
finding no support in one's belief, disap- 
pears. This kind of. prayer is available 
only to those who think, and In order 
that tho thinking may be more and more 
Improved day by day and become more 
truly logical and more permanently sat- 
isfying, it- is essential, that one • should 
exercise tha true thinking capacity in oil, 
that he may be called upon to do. This 
method, though it implies/ willingness, is 
not an effort of tho human will. On the 
contrary, it is much -more spontaneous 
than any su.cU. effort .can ever be. 
PRAYER. 
"Jesus said: 
*Whoevcr will come after 
me, let him deny himself, and take up 
his cross and .follow me,' an admonition 
which few havo heeded, arid yet one which 
is essential in the demonstration of the 
science which he practiced.
